Alumni  may  vote 
on  merger  idea 

Active  alumni  who  attend  homecoming 
will  have  an  opportunity  to  vote  upon  the 
proposed  merging  of  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
Alumni  Association  and  the  Copiah-Lincoln 
Athletic  Alumni  Association  under  the  um- 
brella of  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Foundation, 
Inc. 

The  merger,  endorsed  by  the  Alumni 
Association's  Board  of  Directors,  would 
place  these  groups,  along  with  the  Co-Lin 
Golf  Club,  under  the  foundation  who  would 
administer  the  finances  of  the  groups. 

"We'll  be  much  stronger  under  the  Foun- 
dation," states  Burlian  Walker,  director  of 
development,  public  information,  and  alum- 
ni affairs. 

A  direct  result  would  be  the  elimination 
of  alumni  dues,  beginning  in  August,  1987, 
with  a  solicitation  of  a  donation  to  the  Foun- 
dation annually.  All  gifts  would  be 
tax-deductible. 

The  gifts  could  be  designated  for  a  par- 
ticular scholarship  or  grant  or  for  general 
foundation  use,  Walker  states. 

The  foundation  would  then  provide 
operating  expense  for  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, Athletic  Alumni  Association,  and  the 
Co-Lin  Golf  Club.

When  nominating  someone  it  is  im- 
portant to  list,  if  possible,  the  exact 
years  the  nominee  attended  Copiah- 
Lincoln  and  the  sport  or  sports  par- 
ticipated in.  Former  Co-Lin  coaches 
are  also  eligible  for  nomination. 

Those  selected  will  be  asked  to  fur- 
nish a  picture  suitable  for  press  infor- 
mation and  for  mounting  on  a  plaque. 
This  type  picture  should  be  submitted 
when  the  nomination  is  made. 

Guidelines  set  by  Co-Lin's  Athletic 
Alumni  Association  as  criteria  for 
choosing  recipients  include  that  the 
nominee  must  have  been  out  of 
Copiah-Lincoln  for  20  years  or  more; 
consideration  given  for  the  number  of 
sports  participated  in;  accomplish- 
ments since  graduation;  and  support 
given  the  institution  since  graduation. 


Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College's 
Alumni  Association  will  honor  two  in- 
structors each  year  as  "Outstanding  In- 
structors of  the  Year".  One  academic 
and  one  vocational-technical  instructor 
will  be  honored  annually  during 
homecoming. 

Anyone  can  make  a  nomination 
which  must  be  submitted  by 
September  1  of  each  year. 

Plaques  and  a  $250  grant  will  be 
presented  by  the  Alumni  Association  to 
each  of  the  two  winners. 

Full-time  instructors  nominated  must 
have  demonstrated  leadership  ability  in 
the  classroom  and  in  extracurricular 
school  and  community  activities,  emo- 
tional stability,  dependability,  en- 
thusiasm, communications  ability  with 
fellow  faculty  members  and  with  their 
students,  a  personal  interest  in  instruc- 
tion, and  an  interest  in  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College. 

Further  criteria  includes  degrees 
held,  personal  appearance,  in- 
telligence, and  length  of  service  to  the 
college. 

Along  with  a  nomination  form,  a  let- 
ter must  accompany  each  nomination, 
telling  why  that  instructor  should  be 
considered  "most  outstanding".

new  entrance  sign 


In  a  special  mid-year  reunion,  the 
Class  of  1935  has  voted  to  establish 
a  fund  to  raise  money  for  an  entrance 
sign  to  the  campus. 

The  proposed  project  will  seek  con- 
tributions from  any  interested  party, 
but  especially  from  the  Classes  of 
1930  through  1939. 

The  group  voted  to  construct  an  ap- 
propriate sign  to  the  entrance  of  the 
new  access  road  and  bridge,  which  will 
be  built  when  state  highway  funds 
become  available.  A  bill  was  passed  by 
the  Mississippi  Legislature  this  year, 
directing  construction  of  the  new  ac- 
cess road  and  bridge  directly  from 
Highway  51  to  the  Wesson  campus.

Dedication  ceremonies  for  a 
memorial  monument  to  Copiah-Lincoln 
Junior  College  students  who  gave  their 
lives  defending  our  country  were  held 
on  Memorial  Day. 

The  monument  was  donated  and 
erected  by  Dave  Pace  of  Brookhaven 
Monument  Company.  Designers  were 
Mary  Clark  of  Bogue  Chitto  and  Janie 
West  of  Brookhaven,  Co-Lin  art 
students  of  Tom  Ross. 

At  the  ceremonies,  Dr.  Billy  B. 
Thames,  Co-Lin  president,  welcomed 
the  group.  Alton  Ricks,  dean  of 
students,  and  a  group  of  Boy  Scouts 
from  Wesson,  presented  the  colors. 

The  Rev.  Eugene  Horton,  pastor  of 
Decell  Memorial  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Wesson,  brought  the  invoca- 
tion and  Greg  Long,  director  of  choir 
activities  at  Co-Lin,  sang  the  national 
anthem.

Sites  chosen  for  three  new  dorms 


Sites  for  the  three  new  dormitories 
to  be  constructed  on  the  Wesson  cam- 
pus have  been  approved  by  the  col- 
lege's Board  of  Trustees. 

The  two  new  men's  dormitories  will 
be  constructed  on  the  Oswalt  proper- 
ty flanking  either  side  of  the  beautiful 
old  home  that  will  be  renovated  as  a 
dorm  supervisor's  home. 

The  new  women's  dormitory  will  be 
located  behind  Stevens  Hall  and  will  be 
connected  to  Stevens  by  a  covered 
walkway,  leading  from  the  foyer  of 
Stevens  to  the  new  dorm. 


All  three  dormitories  will  be  modern 
apartment-type  complexes  with  rooms 
grouped  into  suites,  accessible  from 
outdoor  hallways. 

Extensive  renovations  will  be  made 
in  Ellzey  and  Stevens  Hall.  Copiah  Hall 
may  be  converted  into  classrooms,  of- 
fice space  or  an  alumni  house.  Lincoln 
Hall  will  probably  be  removed  once  the 
new  men's  dorms  are  completed. 

Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames,  president  of 
Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College,  re- 
ceived word  last  September  of  a 
$2,554,000  loan  for  housing  purposes 


from  the  Federal  College  Housing 
Program. 

"I  feel  that  the  location  for  the  dorms 
will  provide  a  nice  environment  for  the 
students,"  Alton  Ricks,  dean  of 
students,  said.  "Parking  problems  will 
be  eliminated  with  the  building  of  new 
parking  areas  behind  the  dorms  and 
expansion  of  existing  parking." 

Hopefully  construction  will  begin  in 
early  fall.  All  aspects  of  the  dormitory 
project,  however,  must  be  approved  by 
the  College  Housing  Program  before 
construction  can  begin. 
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Board  commends  college's  accomplishments 


A  resolution  commending  the  ad- 
ministration, faculty,  staff  and  students 
of  Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College  upon 
the  numerous  accomplishments  made 
during  the  school  year  was  passed  by 
the  college's  Board  of  Trustees  during 
its  June  5  meeting. 

The  resolution  cites  the  ac- 
complishments in  academics  and 
athletics  and  recognizes  several  in- 
dividuals who  won  honors  during  the 
year. 

Burlian  Walker,  director  of  develop- 
ment, public  information,  and  alumni 
affairs,  who  read  the  resolution  on  behalf 
of  the  board,  said,  "It's  been  a  banner 
year  at  Co-Lin,  a  place  to  be  a  winner. 
The  football,  men's  basketball,  track  and 
tennis  teams  all  captured  the  Region 
23  championships.  Members  of  Phi  Beta 
Lambda,  Phi  Theta  Kappa,  the  Wolf 
Tales,  and  Co-Lin  'N  Sights  newspapers, 
VICA,  Youth  Congress  Club,  NATS, 
Microcosm  staff,  and  the  Scholars'  Bowl 
all  brought  home  national  and  state 
honors." 

The  football  team  captured  the  state 
and  Region  23  crowns  and  defeated  the 
nation's  number  two-ranked  team, 
Nassau  (New  York),  in  the  East  Bowl, 
finished  with  a  10-3  overall  record  and 
a  seventh  place  national  ranking.  Several 
team  members  were  named  All-State 
and  to  the  All-Star  team  and 
Mendenhall's  Willie  Holmes  was 
selected  All  American  by  the  National 
Junior  College  Athletic  Association 
(NJCAA)  and  by  J.  C.  Gridwire.  Ray 
Ishee  in  his  first  year  as  head  coach 
and  his  assistants,  Alton  Greenlee,  Bob 
Ricketts,  J.  Mike  Smith,  and  Charles  Sut- 
ton, led  the  Wolves  to  the  first  state 
championship  in  47  years. 

The  men's  basketball  team,  under 
Coach  Mike  Jones,  competed  in  the 
NJCAA  tournament  in  Hutchinson,  Kan- 
sas, where  they  finished  eleventh  in  the 
nation.  The  team  won  the  South 
Mississippi  title,  was  runner-up  to  the 
state  crown,  won  the  Region  23  and 
intra-regional  crowns,  and  finished  with 
a  33-4  record.  Johnny  Steptoe,  who 
scored  90  points  in  three  games  in  the 
national  tournament,  was  named  to  the 
AII-NJCAA  Tournament  Team  and  Jones 
was  selected  Region  23  Coach  of  the 
Year. 


Under  Coach  Gwyn  Young,  the  Lady 
Wolves  won  the  South  Mississippi 
crown,  were  in  the  semi-finals  of  the  state 
and  Region  23  tourney,  and  finished  with 
a  28-4  record. 

The  track  team,  under  Coach  J.  Mike 
Smith,  won  the  state  and  Region  23 
championships  and  Smith  was  named 
Region  23  Coach  of  the  Year. 

Co-Lin's  tennis  team,  posted  a  regular 
dual  match  record  of  20-1,  with  the 
women  capturing  the  state  champion- 
ship and  the  men  being  runner-up  to 
the  state  title.  Both  teams  of  Coach  Mike 
Mclntyre  won  the  Region  23  titles  and 
advanced  to  the  NJCAA  finals  where 
the  women  finished  18th  out  of  32  teams 
and  the  men  finished  26th  out  of  44 
teams.  Mclntyre  was  selected  Region 
23  Coach  of  the  Year. 

Phi  Beta  Lambda  members,  under  ad- 
visers Mike  Mclntyre  and  Mrs.  Jean 
Ricks,  won  eleven  first  and  five  second 
and  third  places  in  the  State  PBL 
Leadership  Conference  competition, 
competing  with  PBL  members  from  the 
state's  other  junior  and  senior  colleges 
and  universities.  The  eleven  first  place 
winners  will  compete  in  the  National  PBL 
competition  in  July  in  Washington,  D. 
C,  with  winners  from  other  states.

The  Copiah-Lincoln  Fifty  Plus  Club  has 
established  a  scholarship  to  be  awarded  annually 
to  a  second  semester  freshman  enrolled  in  the 
occupational  food  service  program.  The  purpose 
of  this  scholarship  is  to  encourage  excellence 
in  this  field. 

The  Co-Lin  Trailblazers  have  established  the 
Darlene  Johnson  Memorial  Scholarship  in 
memory  of  Nancy  Darlene  Johnson,  who  at  the 
time  of  her  death  on  November  25,  1985,  was 
a  junior  at  Delta  State  University.

Theatre  and  in  the  performing  arts. 

Mrs.  Inez  Stubbs  Tynes  of  Magee  has 
established  a  scholarship  in  her  husband's 
memory.

Dr.  Ben  Harold  Douglas  was  inducted  into  the 
Literary  Hall  of  Fame  on  the  Wesson  campus  on 
April  21  during  the  annual  Microcosm/English 
Club  banquet. 

Dr.  Douglas  is  assistant  vice  chancellor  for 
graduate  studies,  professor  of  anatomy, 
obstetrics  and  gynecology  (research)  and  assis- 
tant professor  of  physiology  and  biophysics  at  the 
University  of  Mississippi  Medical  Center  in 
Jackson. 

Former  students  or  faculty  members  who  have 
distinguished  themselves  as  writers  in  either  the 
literary  or  their  professional  field  may  be  chosen 
for  the  honor.  Former  inductees  are  the  late  J. 
Edgar  Simmons  of  Houston,  Texas,  poet,  1983; 
the  late  Paul  Pittman  of  Tylertown,  journalist, 
1984;  and  James  Bateman  of  Hazlehurst,  poet, 
1985. 

The  English  Club  sponsors  the  Literary  Hall 
of  Fame.  Mrs.  Nancy  A.  Dykes  is  advisor  and 
Melissa  Lewis  of  Monticello  was  this  year's 
president. 

Dr.  Douglas  attended  Copiah-Lincoln  before 
graduating  with  a  bachelor  of  science  degree 
with  distinction  from  Mississippi  College  in  1956. 
He  was  an  instructor  in  science  at  Copiah- 


Lincoln  from  1957-1960.  He  received  his  Ph.D. 
in  1964  from  the  University  of  Mississippi  Medical 
Center  and  was  appointed  to  its  faculty  that  year 
where  he  has  served  in  numerous  positions 
before  becoming  vice-chancellor  in  1981. 

Dr.  Douglas  is  author  of  two  books,  "Ex- 
perimental Approaches  to  Toxemia  of  Pregnan- 
cy", published  in  1971,  and  "Models  of 
Hemodynamics  in  Normal  Pregnancy  and  EPH- 
Gestosis",  published  in  1977.  He  is  author  or  co- 
author of  85  published  manuscripts,  author  or 
co-author  of  177  abstracts,  and  during  the  past 
six  years  he  has  researched,  written  and 
delivered  almost  100  speeches  before  medical 
groups  across  the  nation  and  including  in  Japan, 
Germany,  Israel,  Switzerland,  Austria,  the 
Netherlands,  Ireland,  Scotland,  and  Italy.  Dr. 
Douglas  has  also  participated  in  20  international 
synposia,  including  in  the  states,  in  Scotland, 
Switzerland,  Ireland,  Poland,  Yugoslavia,  Egypt, 
Italy,  Austria,  Israel,  Germany,  and  the 
Netherlands. 

Holding  professional  memberships  in  more 
than  a  dozen  organizations,  Dr.  Douglas  is  presi- 
dent of  the  Mississippi  Academy  of  Science.  He 
was  the  first  Mississippian  appointed  as  an 


established  investigator  of  the  American  Heart 
Association  (1972-77)  and  he  was  a  visiting  in- 
vestigator for  the  Medical  Research  Council 
Blood  Pressure  Unit  with  Western  Infirmary  in 
Glasgow,  Scotland,  in  1973-74. 

The  American  Heart  Association  awarded  him 
the  Mississippi  affiliate  Silver  Distinguished 
Achievement  Award  in  1978  and  the  Mississippi 
Academy  of  Science  presented  him  the  Award 
for  Outstanding  Contribution  to  Science. 

Dr.  Douglas  has  served  as  president  of  the 
medical  center  Faculty  Senate;  on  the  boards  of 
director  of  the  Mississippi  Academy  of  Science, 
the  Hinds  County  and  Mississippi  Heart  Associa- 
tions; on  numerous  committees  for  the  medical 
center;  on  the  editorial  board  of  Clinical  and  Ex- 
perimental Hypertension;  session  chairman  at 
meetings  of  the  American  Heart  Association  and 
Mississippi  Academy  of  Science;  on  the  interna- 
tional board  of  the  Society  for  the  Study  of 
Hypertension  in  Pregnancy;  and  he  has  attend- 
ed medical  conventions  and  conferences  world- 
wide. Additionally,  he  has  reviewed  papers  for 
various  journals  and  medical  groups.

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Wesson  campus  to  get  new  access  road 


Copiah-Lincoln  Junior  College's  aspirations  of  hav- 
ing a  new  bridge  and  a  suitable  access  route  to  the 
Wesson  campus  became  a  reality  on  March  19  when 
Governor  Bill  Allain  signed  House  Bill  783  into  law. 

According  to  Dr.  Billy  B.  Thames,  the  passage  of  the 
bill  made  the  access  road  and  bridge  to  the  campus 
a  part  of  the  state  highway  system. 

The  present  access  roads  to  the  campus  consist  of 
three  undesirable  and  dangerous  routes;  one  involves 
a  dangerous  intersection  where  the  campus  access 
portion  of  Highway  51  intersects  with  Old  Highway  51; 
a  winding  route  through  a  subdivision;  and  a  route  con- 
taining an  unsafe  wooden  bridge  built  as  early  as  1902. 

The  new  law  will  provide  for  0.4  miles  of  access  road 
to  Co-Lin  as  a  part  of  the  state  highway  system.  The 
project,  which  is  estimated  at  $600,000,  will  be  fund- 
ed by  the  State  Highway  Department. 

Dr.  Thames  added,  "We  owe  gratitude  to  our 
legislators;   to   Bob  Joiner,   the   Southern    District 


Highway  Commissioner;  our  County  Board  of  Super- 
visors; Mayor  Curtis  and  the  Wesson  Board  of 
Aldermen;  the  Brookhaven  Chamber  of  Commerce; 
Joe  Spikes,  engineer;  the  Copiah  County  Industrial 
Foundation;  the  Co-Lin  Board  of  Trustees,  faculty,  staff, 
student  body,  and  administrators.  We  could  not  have 
accomplished  this  without  everyone's  support." 
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The  Wolves  captured  the  State  and  Region  23 
championships  this  year  in  track.
